Man charged with 
murdering his wife 

A MAN has appeared in court charged with 
the murder of his wife. 

Paul Abbott, aged 56, from Lodge Cres¬ 
cent, Netherton, was remanded in custody 
to appear before crown court on March 15 
for a plea and case management hearing. 

Mr Abbott, who was wearing a grey 
tracksuit, spoke only to confirm his details 

Jacqueline Abbott, aged 54, died shortly 
after being found with serious head injuries 
at their house in Lodge Crescent, on De¬ 
cember 11. Mr Abbott was arrested by of¬ 
ficers at the scene on Sunday and charged 
with her murder.

IMPROVEMENTS across Dud¬ 
ley’s primary schools show 
standards in the borough are 
‘moving in the right direction’, 
according to an education 
chief. 

Primary schools in the borough 
were ranked joint 79th in the national 
Key Stage 2 tables - an improvement 
of nine places compared to 2014. 

Dudley Council’s cabinet member for chil¬ 
dren’s services Ian Cooper said the latest re¬ 
sults show the authority’s efforts are starting 
to bear fruit. 

A total of 80 per cent of primary pupils in the 
borough gained level four or better in the key 
subjects of reading, writing and maths. 

But there is still work to be done, according 
to Councillor Cooper, with the authority want¬ 
ing every child to have a top-class education. 

He said: “What we want to have is a good or 
outstanding school in every area. 

“That’s our ambition and what we’re work¬ 
ing towards, and what our schools, parents and 
children want as well. 

“The latest figures show we’re moving in the 
right direction across the board. 

Challenge 

“The Government agenda at the moment is 
all about continuous improvement and contin¬ 
uous challenge. 

“Local authorities’ focus is about supporting 
schools to improve year on year. 

“That seems to be beginning to bear fruit 
because we’re working in partnership with 
schools. 

“The council really wants to thank the stu¬ 
dents, staff and parents for all their hard work 
- these results are down to them at the end of 
the day.” 

The top performing school this year was Cra- 
dley CofE Primary in Halesowen, where 100 
per cent of pupils managed to gain the bench¬ 
mark grades. 

It was also a good year for Mount Pleasant 
Primary in Brierley Hill. 

The school jumped three places up the table 
to fifth spot, with 95 per cent of pupils taking 
Key Stage 2 tests gaining at least level four in 
the three key subjects. 

Other impressive performers this year were 
Lutley Primary and Howley Grange Primary, 
both in Halesowen, which saw 99 per cent and 
97 per cent achievement respectively. 

Primaries in neighbouring Worcestershire 
were rated just below those in Dudley, but 
some of the county’s top performers are in 
Wyre Forest district. 

A total of 76 per cent of primary schools in 
Worcestershire achieved level four or better in 
the key subjects of reading, writing and maths.

Plan for 900 homes 
on industrial land 

MULTI-MILLION pound plans to build 
more than 900 homes on disused in¬ 
dustrial land in Coseley have been 
backed for approval by council officers. 

The outline proposal is to demolish 
all the existing buildings on the 66-acre 
Coseley Park site, other than the for¬ 
mer Bean Motor car offices. 

This would pave the way for 925 
homes and a 30,000 sq ft supermarket 
on the site in Sedgley Road West. 

It will be decided on at a Dudley 
Council meeting on Monday.

Businessman Charles Hanmer 


A BUSINESS leader who strived to 
promote firms and organisations in the 
Black Country for more than five dec¬ 
ades has died aged 72. 

Tributes to Charles Hanmer have 
poured in from industry bosses. 

Mr Hanmer, of Wordsley, was once 
dubbed the ‘Black Country Braveheart’ 
for his efforts to support and promote 
local businesses. 

He died on December 1 at Dudley’s 
Russells Hall Hospital following a 
stroke, leaving wife Jill and son James. 

He launched several companies in 
the area and blazed a trail for Black 


Country industry as a senior officer 
with chambers of commerce and other 
business groups. 

His sayings included: “If you want 
to talk positive about the Black Coun¬ 
try then talk to me. If you want to talk 
negative, you’ve got the wrong person.” 

Current president of the Black Coun¬ 
try Chamber of Commerce Ninder 
Johal said Mr Hanmer’s passion for 
business would be sorely missed. 

“He was one in a generation, he 
was so much larger than life,” said Mr 
Johal. 

“He had so much to give to the re¬ 


gion and he gave it all. He grew up and 
worked in the region all his life. It was 
part of his DNA. He put his own inter¬ 
ests second and the region’s first. He 
will be missed.” 

Mr Hanmer began his career as a 
machine tool fitter at Bronx Engineer¬ 
ing in Lye. He later became managing 
director at Netherton Ales PLC and 
he started textiles and chemicals firm 
Kemtex in 1973 with just £100. 

His other companies included Gold- 
tan of Mercia, Enterprise Leasing & Fi¬ 
nance Ltd, Charles Advertising Ltd and 
Charles Group.

HOMES for first-time buyers will be 
built on four sites across Dudley bor¬ 
ough after £625,010 Government fund¬ 
ing was awarded to Dudley Council. 

The ‘starter homes’ programme aims 
to provide for 200,000 first-time buyers 
who will be able to purchase houses or 
flats at a 20 per cent discount. 

Dudley Council was one of three local 
authorities in the Black Country to se¬ 
cure the funding. 

The homes or flats will be built at 
sites in Wrens Nest Road, King William 
Street, Mere Road and Beechwood Road. 

Communities Secretary, Greg Clark, 
said: “Right from day one this Govern¬ 
ment has said we will help people who 
want to get on in life.”

School have been built to accommodate 
growing numbers of pupils, set to reach 
630 by 2017. 
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Dirty kitchen 
lands boss 
with bill for 
over £2,800 

THE boss of a pub kitchen has been 
ordered to pay costs and fines total¬ 
ling almost £3,000 after a string of 
hygiene problems were discovered. 

Stephen Hull, who ran the fran¬ 
chised pub kitchen at the Robin 
Hood Inn in Collis Street, Amblecote, 
pleaded guilty to six offences under 
the food hygiene regulations at Dud¬ 
ley Magistrates last week. 

Dudley Council environmental 
health officers inspected the kitchen 
in June 2014 and gave it a hygiene 
rating of one out of 5. Officers revis¬ 
ited the kitchen in October 2014 to 
check that the necessary improve¬ 
ments had been made and found the 
premises and equipment were dirty 
and not maintained in good condition. 

Raw minced beef was stored next to 
ham and cheese rolls. 

Walls and sockets were dirty and 
walls and ceilings had flaked paint¬ 
work. Refrigerators, microwaves and 
the cooking range were also dirty 
and surfaces in the refrigerator were 
rusty. 

Staff had not been trained in food 
hygiene and there was no food safety 
management system in place. 

The court heard that Hull no longer 
runs the kitchen franchise at the pub. 

Magistrates ordered him to pay a 
fine of £1,800 as well as £1,068 costs 
and a victim surcharge of £30. 

Health boss Councillor Rachel 
Harris said: “We will not hesitate to 
take action against any food business 
owners who do not take our advice on 
board and fail to meet their respon¬ 
sibilities.” 

College is set to 
close its campus 

STUDENTS face an 18-mile trek to 
attend courses when a cash-strapped 
college shuts its construction skills 
campus in Brierley Hill. 

Birmingham Metropolitan College 
has revealed plans to close the Ad¬ 
vanced Technology Centre, at The 
Waterfront, when the lease ends next 
September. Some courses will be 
transferred to Stourbridge College’s 
campus in Hagley Road as part of a 
£1.8m revamp. But people wishing to 
study courses in plastering, bricklay¬ 
ing and painting and decorating will 
have to go to its campus in Erdington. 

A consultation is under way with 
staff but bosses stressno redundancies 
are planned. The move is expected to 
save the college £10m over the next 
five years. 

Civic carol service 
held at St Mark's 

THE Mayor of Dudley is inviting peo¬ 
ple to attend his civic carol service at 
St Mark’s Church, Pensnett, tonight 
(Thu) from 7.30pm.

More than 100 sign road safety petition 


MORE than 100 people have signed a petition urg¬ 
ing that improvements are made to safety on a road 
outside a primary school in Amblecote. 

Concerns centre on the lack of a zebra crossing 
or lollipop lady helping children reach Amblecote 
Primary School safely. 

Campaigners have voiced concerns over problems 
with busy traffic along the A491 Amblecote High 
Street at its junction with Wollaston Road. 

The junction near the Ruby Cantonese and Lazer 
Quest attraction is fraught with hazards, according 
to campaigners who have written to Stourbridge 
MP Margot James and ward councillor Simon Tyler. 

Resident and parent Andrew Richards is behind 
the petition which has already gathered the support 


of 120 people. He is asking the council to consider 
installing a pedestrian footbridge to put distance be¬ 
tween traffic and people walking to the school. 

The petition - posted through www.change.org 
- is aiming to get 200 backers in the coming days. 

Fraught 

Mr Richards, in a letter with the petition, said: 
“I’m sure any local resident will agree that trying 
to cross at this busy junction is fraught with haz¬ 
ards. It is made worse by the fact that it is all dual 
lane and becomes very congested at peak rush hour 
times. 

“It is particularly difficult to cross safely from 
Ruby Cantonese over to the Lazer Quest side due to 


traffic coming from three directions - Collis Street, 
Wollaston Road and the High Street — into a single 
lane at the point where parents and children are 
trying to cross on their way to or from school.” 

He said the lack of a pelican or zebra crossing 
nearby has exacerbated the problem for people 
reaching the school, in nearby School Drive. 

Warning triangles have already been painted on 
the road surface to alert motorists to pedestrians 
crossing in the area. 

Amblecote ward councillor Paul Bradley said: 
“I’ve been down to the school myself and totally 
agree with the signed petition. “Improvements 
should definitely be made and the safety and secu¬ 
rity of school children should be paramount.” 


Force Awakens to top 
bumper year for cinema 


DUDLEY Showcase cinema is brac¬ 
ing itself for its busiest weekend 
of the year with the release of Star 
Wars: The Force Awakens — the 
eagerly-awaited revamp of the phe¬ 
nomenally popular sci-fi saga.

You can’t help noticing how 
many men of a certain age are now wear¬ 
ing them. Or wondering whether they were 
bought in tribute to Vladimir, John, French 
fishermen or Jeremy.

Hippodrome supporters will fight on 


A CAMPAIGN group trying to save 
Dudley Hippodrome from being 
knocked down say they will not give 
up fighting while the historic land¬ 
mark is still standing. 

Friends of Dudley Hippodrome 
has been given until the end of this 
month to put a ‘realistic package’ 
forward for taking over the building. 
Dudley Council wants to demolish it 
and replace it with a public space. 


Council bosses say they want the 
building flattened ‘at the earliest op¬ 
portunity’ but the Friends group are 
not giving up. 

Chairman of the Friends Gordon 
Downing said the group needs to 
find a manager willing to provide 
business experience and financial 
backing. 

He said: “There is always going to 
be a chance. We have said over and 


again we are not going away regard¬ 
less of what they want to do. 

“We felt they made up their minds 
five years ago but we can’t under¬ 
stand why it’s suddenly become so 
urgent. 

“Perhaps they have done it to kick 
us up the backside.” 

Councillors backed the controver¬ 
sial demolition plans at a cabinet 
meeting last week. 


But the controlling Labour group 
came under pressure from opposition 
councillors, who called on them to 
support the plan to restore the 1930s 
building, while the landscaping for 
the site of the former theatre was 
dubbed ‘glorified pavements’. 

The Theatre Trust has sent a 
letter to the council, pleading with 
bosses save the Hippodrome due to 
its cultural significance. 


Man threatened former 
girlfriend with a knife

A MAN from Brierley Hill 
with a ‘terrible record’ hit 
his ex-girlfriend in the face 
and threatened her with a 
kitchen knife. 

Jason Plant, aged 20, who 
already has 22 convictions, 
has been given 12 months in a 
young offenders’ institute for 
his latest crime. 

Wolverhampton Crown Court 
was told that he had been offending 
since the age of 13. 

Prosecutor Alex Warren told 
Wolverhampton Crown Court that 
Plant, of Raven Court, Brierley Hill, 
attacked the woman last month. 

He said that the pair had had a 
volatile relationship and regularly 
argued about money and other is¬ 
sues. 

Mr Warren said: “He lost his 
temper, they were rowing and he 
smashed a glass coffee table in the 
living room. He then went to the 
kitchen and picked up a knife before 
holding it up to her face. 

Punched 

“He was verbally abusive and 
threatening her. She went outside 
and he followed her. Police were 
called by her but when he found out 
she had called them, he punched her 
on the left side of the cheek.” 

Plant had previously admitted ac¬ 
tual bodily harm and criminal dam¬ 
age at Warley Magistrates Court. 

Defence barrister Stephen 
Hamblett said Plant had a problem 
controlling his anger, and asked 
Judge James Bearbridge to consider 
that Plant has spent a large portion 
of his childhood in care. 

He said: “He is a young man with 
a terrible record of convictions for 
someone of his age. He was in the 
care system from the age of 12 and 
has been offending since the age of 
13. He has had a difficult upbringing 
and has an issue with his temper.” 

He added that Plant was seeking 
help. 

Judge Bearbridge told Plant: 
“Your record shows that while you 
may be 20, you still have a lot of 
growing up to do.”

Officers are 
praised for 
protection 
of women 

POLICE in the West Midlands have 
been praised for the way they deal 
with brutal crimes against women. 

Watchdog HM Inspectorate of Con¬ 
stabulary found West Midlands Police 
is one of only three forces across the 
country prepared in all areas for deal¬ 
ing with victims of forced marriage, 
honour-based violence and cases of 
female genital mutilation. 

Leadership and victim care were 
among the areas scrutinised by the 
independent body on the often hidden 
and under-reported crimes. The in- 
depth report also identified the region 
as having the highest number of cases 
outside London. 

Superintendent Angie Whitaker, 
of West Midlands Police, is the lead 
for preventing and investigating 
these crimes. She said: “While we are 
pleased our hard work alongside com¬ 
munity groups and support agencies 
has been recognised, there is much 
more for us to do. 

“We are not complacent and ac¬ 
knowledge forced marriages, honour 
based violence and female genital 
mutilation are often hidden and un¬ 
der-reported crimes.” 

As well as high levels of staff aware¬ 
ness and victim care, West Midlands 
Police’s publicity campaign was also 
highlighted as an area of strength. 

Deputy Police and Crime Commis¬ 
sioner Yvonne Mosquito said: “The 
way to tackle hidden crimes is to 
bring them out into the open and that 
is what West Midlands Police is doing 
We aren’t complacent and will con¬ 
tinue to work hard to protect people.” 

Man in court over 
death on road 

A MAN has appeared in court over 
the death of a motorcyclist in Brierley 
Hill. 

Christian Hugh Davies - known as 
Hugh to his friends - was declared 
dead at the scene following the crash 
in Pedmore Road on June 30. 

The nurse, aged 50, of Martindale 
Walk, Amblecote, had been on his way 
to work at Russells Hall Hospital rid¬ 
ing on his Honda CBR motorbike. 

Alan Holloway, of Adelaide Street, 
Brierley Hill, is charged with causing 
death by careless or inconsiderate 
driving. The 57-year-old did not enter 
a plea when he appeared at Dudley 
Magistrates Court last week. He was 
bailed to appear at Wolverhampton 
Crown Court on January 6 for a plea 
and case management hearing. 

Sherlock's last

New owners spend £2m on care home 



Home now called Prestwood Lodge 


A CARE home which closed, forcing 
25 residents to find alternative ac¬ 
commodation, has reopened after be¬ 
ing bought by a new owner. 

The Homestead, near Stourbridge, 
closed in November 2014 after admin¬ 
istrators were called in, resulting in 
the loss of 21 jobs. A further 15 staff 
at the home in Prestwood had left 
ahead of the home closure. 

Families of residents, aged up to 96, 
were given just weeks to find them 
somewhere else to live. 

A year on, the home has now been 
taken over by Completelink and has 


reopened after undergoing a £2 mil¬ 
lion refurbishment. New residents 
have already begun moving in. 

Now called Prestwood Lodge, the 
home has room for 30 residents and 
has created 30 jobs. 

Stourbridge councillor Nicholas 
Barlow said: “I’m just very pleased 
it has been taken over and they have 
got it up and running again relatively 
quickly. They have done extensive 
work to it. It’s good to see it back.” 

The care home was originally forced 
to close after its managing company 
Elysian Care Ltd went into admin¬ 


istration. Elysian Care Ltd also ran 
Knoll House in The Avenue in Penn, 
Wolverhampton. 

Completelink owns other care 
homes on the Prestwood estate and 
director Rob Hunter said it made 
sense to take over the former Home¬ 
stead. 

The company was able to take on 
some of the staff who were made re¬ 
dundant. 

Mr Hunter said: “The refurbish¬ 
ment has taken place and we opened 
last week. The first residents have 
moved in.” 


Police welcome prison 
sentence for taxi driver 


POLICE have welcomed the jailing 
of a taxi driver who took speeding 
points on a bogus driving licence. 

Afra Sihab, of Apollo Road, Wollescote, 
was sent to prison for eight months at 
Wolverhampton Crown Court. 

Sihab had told the authorities he had not 
been driving his hackney carriage when it was 
caught speeding on two separate occasions. 
Fearing he could be disqualified, he claimed the 
driver had been a Mohammed Afra Sihab and 
used a fake driving licence in the same name to 
accumulate speeding points. 

Officers said the deception was uncovered 
following a routine taxi enforcement operation. 

Pc Jason Dooley, from the Camera Enforce¬ 
ment Unit at West Midlands Police, said: 
“Sihab had applied for a driving licence using a 
different name and date of birth and then a few 
years later he applied for another licence which 
he used for his taxi licence. 

“A routine check on his car unravelled a web 
of lies and deceit and when we visited his ad¬ 
dress we found that someone had tried to de¬ 
stroy documentation. We were able to save the 
torn documents and were able to use this to 
build a case against him. 

Criminal 

Pc Dooley added: “Sihab didn’t want to take 
the speeding fines as he was a taxi driver and 
he may have thought this would affect his li¬ 
cence but what he did was criminal and now he 
has lost his livelihood and his liberty.” 

The 53-year-old had been pulled over by an 
officer on June 20 and checks revealed that 
Sihab had been suspended from operating a 
taxi a few months earlier. 

Following a search of his vehicle a driving li¬ 
cence relating to another man was found, with 
Sihab claiming he was holding it for a friend. 
When the officer investigated further it was re¬ 
vealed that Sihab had applied for a driving li¬ 
cence using a different name and date of birth. 

In 2009 and 2012 Sihab’s taxi had been 
caught speeding in Stourbridge and Halesowen 
and he had completed his prosecution form 
using the fake licence. 

He was jailed and disqualified from driving 
for 12 months having admitted two counts of 
perverting the course of justice. The father of 
four was also ordered to pay £400 costs. 

Miss Alisha Harris, defending, said: “He is 
frankly mortified at what he has done and his 
family are ashamed.” 


Life-saver is honoured with medal

She has also taught many oth¬ 
ers crucial life-saving skills over 
the years. 

The 77-year-old grandmother 
was presented with her medal at 
St John’s Church in Halesowen 
at a ceremony attended by family, 
friends and colleagues. 

Mrs Knowles said: “I am highly 


honoured and quite overwhelmed 
by the whole thing. 

“If you know first aid you can 
save somebody’s life.

I enjoy helping people, that’s 
what we were put on this earth 
for. It has been a large part of my 
life for a long time.” 

Mrs Knowles has also helped to 
raise money to rebuild the St John 
Ambulance HQ in Brierley Hill.

Priorities 
all wrong 
on Gazza 
allegation 

TWENTY-FIVE years ago, when Gazzam- 
ania was at its height, it felt like I was the 
only person in the country who wondered 
what all the fuss was about. 

Yes, there was the occasional flash of 
brilliance, those electrifying mazy runs 
that would leave defenders bamboozled, 
but it always seemed to me he was more 
famous for crying, belching, and general¬ 
ly making a fool of himself than for any¬ 
thing he achieved on the pitch. 

Now, as he approaches his 50th birth¬ 
day, the former midfielder shows few 
signs of maturing. 

His battles with the bottle and bizarre 
behaviour have been well documented, 
and last month he stunned the audience 
at Wolverhampton Civic Hall with a stu¬ 
pid comment about not being able tell 
whether a black security guard was smil¬ 
ing or not. 

Funny? Not remotely. Offensive? Cer¬ 
tainly. The man is clearly an imbecile. And 
if I were the security guard in question, 
I would feel entitled to question my em¬ 
ployers about whether this idiot should 
be allowed to perform at the Civic again. 

Inquiry 

What I do not understand, though, is 
how an unfunny and offensive joke from 
a man who is clearly not the sharpest tool 
in the box has become a police matter. 

West Midlands Police says it has re¬ 
ceived a report of a “hate crime”, has 
taken a statement from the victim and an 
inquiry is ongoing. 

But crude and objectionable though 
the comment was, I doubt very much 
whether there was any hatred in Gazza’s 
words, let alone a crime. 

I would also be very surprised if the 
complainant was the security guard him¬ 
self, who I suspect is made of sterner 
stuff. 

More likely, I imagine, it will have come 
from one of those thin-skinned activ¬ 
ists who is always first to take offence 
on somebody else’s behalf, and spends 
most of their spare time urging people to 
sign petitions on Facebook. 

Maybe it is unfair to blame the police 
for investigating the alleged “hate crime”. 
If they ignored it, the Guardian read¬ 
ers would have had a field day. And of 
course, there may be more to the story 
than meets the eye. 

On the other hand HM Inspectorate of 
Constabulary has just panned West Mid¬ 
lands Police, saying the force is failing to 
protect children from abuse and failing to 
carry out basic checks on sex offenders. 
You may also recall that earlier this year, 
head of the National Police Chief’s Coun¬ 
cil Sara Thornton said that burglary vic¬ 
tims may not always be visited at home 
as police prioritise other crimes, saying 
that officers need to shift their focus away 
from “traditional” offences. 

Well call me a “traditionalist” if you like, 
but I think somebody might have their pri¬ 
orities wrong here.

Joel, aged 19, was murdered in the terror 
attack in Sousse in June, alongside his uncle 
Adrian Evans, of Bilston, and grandfather Pat¬ 
rick Evans - while Owen survived. 

The boys’ mother Suzy said the loss of three 
members of a close-knit family group had left 
‘a big void’, but 16-year-old Owen has been a 
rock. 

Suzy, 46, said: “I’m unbelievably proud but 
also very emotional. 

Shining 

“There were lots of tears because it’s so sad 
that this had to happen. 

“It was heartbreaking for me, my mum and 
Owen and there’s a big void in our lives now. 

“We went from a family of six to a family of 
three within 24 hours.” 

She added: “For Owen especially it’s so diffi¬ 
cult to have to deal with such a big loss at such 
a young age. 

“He is a product of my dad [Patrick], my 
brother [Adrian] and Joel as they invested so 
much time in him and that’s shining through 
now. 

“Owen has saved us. 

“The three of us all work together. 

“He’s grown up a lot and now he knows 
what’s important in life. 


“What happened puts things into perspec¬ 
tive.” 

Owen unveiled the plaque at a ceremony 
yesterday then headed into the sparkling new 
sports hall to have a quick session trying out 
the badminton and table tennis facilities with 
his school friends. 

The teenager has shown courage and inner 
strength beyond his years to deal with the af¬ 
termath of the tragedy. 

Suzy said he takes after his older brother 
- who was on course to become a Premier 
League referee - and is now looking to follow 
the same career. 

Although he only lived to 19, his mother 
said Joel ‘achieved more than some people do 
in their whole lives’. 

Saddlers fan Joel, a former pupil at the 
town’s Stuart Bathurst and Wood Green 
schools, was a keen sportsman and promising 


football referee. “He brought the best out of 
everybody,” Suzy said. 

“Joel was just so kind and had a great char¬ 
acter. 

“Owen is immensely proud of his brother 
and is now hoping to take refereeing up him¬ 
self.” 

Six months on from the tragedy, the emo¬ 
tional scars still run deep for Suzy, her mother 
Maureen and Owen. 

Emotional 

But sticking together has helped them come 
through. 

Owen, who turned 16 just a month before 
the attack, has started sixth form at Stu¬ 
art Bathurst RC High School and College in 
Wednesbury. 

He is studying PE, maths and biology at 
A-level. “We’re still feeling it really hard,”

Suzy said. “The tributes are lovely but it’s 
very emotional and there’s a big void. 

“We are all staying strong for Owen. 

“My motto is ‘if Owen can do it, then we 
can’. 

“Getting through each day isn’t easy.” 

Emotional Sandwell Council leader Darren 
Cooper said: “None of us need to be reminded 
of the dreadful events that took place earlier 
this year in Tunisia. 

“As a council we took the decision to name 
the sports hall after Joel Richards. 

“No-one can underestimate the feeling 
across Sandwell about the tragic news about 
these people who were so brutally murdered 
on holiday in Tunisia. 

“We wanted to name this new sports hall 
after Joel because we knew he was a keen 
sports enthusiast, so as a council we talked to 
the family and decided we would do it.”

Ms Beck lives in Enville with her 
children Ivy, five, two-year-old Theo¬ 
dore and until recently, Lincoln, who 
died at home on October 25 aged just 
seven from pneumonia as a result of 
his condition. 

She said: “Lincoln loved the way 
Nico would nuzzle him and put her 
head on his lap. Lincoln adored her. 
Since his death she’s been like a com¬ 
fort blanket for me. To lose my son and 
then face this, I feel full of despair.” 

The shooting took place shortly 
after noon on December 1. Ms Beck 
said the dog had accidentally slipped 
her lead and ran off in the direction of 
Mr Beattie’s field. Within seconds she 
heard two shots and arrived to find 
Nico lifeless on the ground. 

Mr Beattie, who has farmed at En¬ 
ville for more than 40 years, rang the 
police to alert them to what had hap¬ 
pened. He said: “Nobody wants to kill 
a dog, I’ve got dogs of my own, but Sa¬ 
rah’s had been in the field four times 
previously and on one occasion had 
killed one of my sheep. I don’t think 
she let the dog off the lead deliberately 
but it was not responsive to her.” 

Staffordshire Police confirmed they 
were called to the incident but were 
taking no further action.

A NEW super hospital for the Black 
Country will be built backed by money 
from the region’s most famous proper¬ 
ty developers - the Richardsons. 

Twins Roy and Don built the Merry 
Hill shopping centre in the 1980s. Don 
died in 2007 and Roy, at 85, now takes 
a back seat but his sons - Carl, Lee 
and Martyn - continue to build Old¬ 
bury-based Richardsons Capital. 

The family has now taken part in 
a joint venture with Wolverhamp¬ 
ton-based Carillion to build the 
Midland Metropolitan Hospital in 


Smethwick, which will cost more than 
£430 million. 

It will see Richardsons investing 
£12m in the project, alongside £16m 
from Carillion and £3m from the 
Treasury under the first of a new gen¬ 
eration of public-private partnership 
deals, dubbed PF2. 

The joint venture was chosen in 
August by the Sandwell & West Bir¬ 
mingham Hospitals NHS Trust as the 
preferred bidder to deliver the project, 
and on Friday all the project and fi¬ 
nancing agreements were signed. 


Richardsons and Carillion have 
worked together on a number of pre¬ 
vious projects, such as the Freeman’s 
Reach development in Durham city 
centre and the £75m St Martin’s 
Quarter in Worcester. But Mark Mor¬ 
gan, the head of property for Richard¬ 
sons Capital, said the latest project is 
one close to the family’s heart. 

He added: “There was a wish from 
the family to support the local commu¬ 
nity. I think those local links were one 
of the reasons why we were chosen for 
the project.” 


Former Wolves 
striker jailed 
over cocaine 

A DISGRACED former Wolves strik¬ 
er has been jailed for more than four 
years for dealing cocaine. 

Chris Cornes, aged 28, was caught 
with 0.5kg of high-purity cocaine in 
a car and had almost £38,000 in cash 
when he was arrested by police in his 
home city of Worcester on May 13. 

At Gloucester Crown Court last 
week Cornes, of Bromyard Road, 
Worcester, admitted possessing co¬ 
caine with intent to supply and being 
in possession of criminal property. 
He was jailed for four years and four 
months. 

Marcus Henney, 45, of Sunnyside 
Road, Worcester, also admitted pos¬ 
session with intent to supply and was 
jailed for three years. 

Cornes started his football career 
at Wolves as a trainee and went on 
to play for Port Vale, Milton Keynes 
Dons, Worcester City, AFC Telford 
United, Bromsgrove Rovers, Stour - 
port Swifts, Evesham United, Mal¬ 
vern Town and Littleton. 

At one stage during his Wolves ca¬ 
reer he was suspended for six months 
after testing positive for cocaine. 

Judge Michael Cullum, passing 
sentence, said: “Cornes, you were 
effectively directing operations and 
Hanney was your right-hand man. 

“The drugs seized from you would 
no doubt have gone out into the local 
area to cause more misery.”

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Fire-hit car firm has 
risen from the ashes

A SPORTS car repair firm hit 
by a blaze which destroyed 
its workshop and 10 luxuiy 
cars is up and running again 
from a new base. 

The previous premises of The 
Central Sports Cars base at the 
Dadsford Bridge Industrial Estate 
in Plant Street, Wordsley, is set to 
be demolished following the dev¬ 
astating fire. 

But bosses say they are relieved 
they have been able to bounce back 
and carry on with their business new 
premises in Ham Lane, Kingswinford. 

Ten cars worth thousands of 
pounds, including Porsches and TVRs, 
were destroyed in the huge fire in Sep¬ 
tember. Only the charred shells of 
the cars remained with the rest of the 
workshop reduced to twisted metal. 

At the time of the blaze staff were 
able to save eight other vehicles which 
were parked just outside the scene of 
the fire. 

Ferocious 

Company owner Adrian Windridge, 
who was based at the Wordsley unit 
for 10 years, said he was sad to see 
their former premises go but pleased 
that they were now successfully set up 
again nearby. 

“There was no doubt that it was a 
horrendous and very ferocious blaze 
but our customers’ cars were covered 
by the insurance,” he said. 

“It would have taken us too long to 
rebuild the premises if we had stayed 
there, so we made the decision to 
move. We were lucky that we still had 
equipment and that our customers 
were paid off. 

“We have had to start out again 
from scratch and we lost a month of 
business but nobody was hurt in the 
blaze, that was the most important 
thing. 


“Our Ham Lane premises are a lot 
bigger and we are doing well so far,” 
he added. 

The firm employ five full-time and 
two part-time staff. 

Mr Windridge’s wife Vanessa is a 
receptionist at the firm. 

Around 30 firefighters were in¬ 
volved in tackling the fire, with eight 
fire engines and a hydraulic platform 


involved. Crews had to withdraw from 
the building for safety reasons after 
the fire spread to the roof. 

Plant Street was closed off between 
Mill Street and High Street for hours. 

A statement on the company web¬ 
site praises the fire brigade, adding: 
“We could have given up, said ‘that’s it 
- we quit’, but TVR people just aren’t 
like that.”

THE musical with big hair and even 
bigger heart, Hairspray, is back in a 
joyous new production that is provid¬ 
ing the alternative to panto in Brum 
this festive season.

Stereophonies, Genting Arena 

THE day after sharing the 
NEC stage with mega stars 
at the BBC Music Awards, 
rockers Stereophonies were 
back in the spotlights at the 
Genting Arena. 

This time it was in front of thou¬ 
sands of fans who had come purely to 
see them and enjoy probably the best, 
down-to-earth no nonsense melodic 
rock band on the live circuit. 

This was a special night for the five- 
piece built around the Welsh core of 
guitarist and singer Kelly Jones, with 
his inimitable sandpaper and velvet 
vocals, and bassist Richard Jones, who 
looks like a throwback to the rocka¬ 
billy era. It was a gig sandwiched be¬ 
tween adding rock muscle to the BBC 
show and a triumphant homecoming 
at Cardiff on Saturday night. 

For Kelly, in his usual jeans and 
leather bomber jacket, it was extra 
special because in the days when Car¬ 
diff lacked a big venue the NEC was 
where he saw his rock heroes, such as 
AC/DC. He recalled an Aerosmith con¬ 
cert when he was “just two rows from 
the (expletive) back”. Kelly praised 
Brum’s rock pedigree, Led Zeppelin 
and Black Sabbath, and remembered 
Birmingham gigs at small venues such 
as Moseley’s Jug of Ale. 

Stereophonies have released nine 
albums in 19 years. It was the early al¬ 
bums and two latest, Graffiti On The 
Train and Keep The Village Alive, that 
provided the sources for this 26-song, 
two and quarter hour gig. 

They were out of the blocks at top 
speed with exhilarating rocker C’est 
La Vie from Keep The Village Alive 
and kept up the momentum with I 


Wanna Get Lost With You, Super¬ 
man, Vegas Two Times, More Life In 
A Tramp’s Vest and Have A Nice Day. 

The band, completed by Birming¬ 
ham guitarist Adam Zindani, drum¬ 
mer Jamie Morrison and keyboardist 
Tony Kirkham, were joined by violin¬ 
ists and a cellist which added lush, epic 
dimension to Indian Summer, Graffiti 
On The Train, Roll The Dice, Violins 
and Tambourines, and their hit cover 
of Handbags and Gladrags. The latter 
was written by Manfred Mann’s Mike 
D’Abo who Kelly revealed had thanked 


him after their cover version paid for 
his conservatory. 

That honey and whisky voice of 
Kelly Jones, the major reason why 
Stereophonies have as many female 
as male fans, was showcased by his 
acoustic version of Traffic and, at the 
piano, the raw Sunny from the new 
album. After Local Boy In The Photo¬ 
graph, the band returned for four en¬ 
cores including their anthem Maybe 
Tomorrow and biggest hit Dakota. 

That’s the Stereophonies, hard graft 
and satisfaction guaranteed.

£ 565,000 


earmarked 
for Merry 
Hill lights 


A £565,000 scheme to improve congestion 
around Merry Hill by upgrading traffic lights 
at various points along a main route nearby 
has been revealed. 

An overhaul of the lights next to the popular shop¬ 
ping venue has been unveiled by Dudley Council 
bosses, in an effort to cut down on congestion. 


Any problems with the 
ageing traffic signals can 
lead to massive tailbacks on 
the roads network around 
Merry Hill. 

Council chiefs have suc¬ 
cessfully applied to Centro 
for £455,000 from its Better 
Bus Area Fund cash pot. 
The cash-strapped authority 
will add £110,000 from its 
own coffers to complete the 
works, if the scheme is given 
the green light at a meeting 
on Monday. 

Busy 

Councillor Hilary Bills, 
cabinet member for envi¬ 
ronmental services, said: 
“It’s really busy down there. 
Those traffic lights need to 
be kept working at ah times. 

“They need to be replaced 
just because of sheer age. 
“The number of times they 
break down and need to be 
replaced is getting too much.

“They’re a very important 
set of traffic lights so we’ve 
got to maintain them as best 
we can. They were the next 
on the list of lights needing 
to be done. 

“We saw an opportunity 
for some funding, bid for it 
and got it.” 

The traffic signals to be 
improved or upgraded in¬ 
clude those at the A4036 
Merry Hill’s junction 
with The Boulevard and 
Coppice Lane, the A4036 
Merry Hill’s junction with 
Mount Pleasant, High St 
and Quarry Bank, and the 
A4036 Merry Hill pedes¬ 
trian crossing. 

A report issued by the au¬ 
thority states: “The scheme 
will improve the efficient op¬ 
eration of the traffic signals 
for the benefit of both gen¬ 
eral traffic and buses.” 


Tributes to respected 
property lawyer, 60

Mr Morgan, a former 
student at King Edward VI Grammar School, had just 
overseen the George Street company’s best ever year in 
business, achieving £8 million of annual fees, and becoming 
one of the top 20 conveyancing firms in the UK. 

Rachel Pardoe, practice director, said: “Everyone is 
shocked and naturally saddened by Martyn’s sudden pass¬ 
ing and our thoughts are with Mary and their children. He 
was the heartbeat of the business and wasn’t afraid to try 
new ideas and innovate the way we did things in what is 
still a very traditional sector. Despite his immense work¬ 
load he would always make time for people and, more times 
than not, his larger-than-life character would brighten up 
the day with one of his witty jokes. 

“He always believed that local people and businesses 
shouldn’t have to travel to the big cities and pay extortion¬ 
ate fees to get the right legal advice.” 

Mr Morgan took over Quality Solicitors in 1991 when the 
practice had only a handful of staff. The company now has 
190 employees and seven offices. 

Mr Morgan was a massive fan of Aston Villa football club 
and enjoyed keeping fit, taking part in both the London and 
New York marathons.

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^History of 
the day a 
town died 

MyTime Over Fifties 

A LARGE group attended 
the November meeting. Ar¬ 
thur Aston gave a talk enti¬ 
tled ‘The Town That Died’. 

In 1917, during the First 
World War, Halifax, having 
a huge ice free harbour was 
used as a marshalling area 
for Trans-Atlantic convoys 
of ships, laden with goods 
being transported to Eu¬ 
rope. French ship Mont 
Blanc had sailed to Hali¬ 
fax to join a convoy. It was 
loaded with TNT, Picric 
acid, gun cotton and benzol 
fuel on the decks, a total of 
3,000 tons of explosives. 

To enter the harbour of 
Bedford Bay, the ship had 
to sail through an area 
known as the Narrows. On 
December 6, as Mont Blanc 
moved in the correct right 
hand lane, moving fast out 
of Bedford Bay was Norwe¬ 
gian ship Imo. 

It was passing to the left 
but was too far over, putting 
itself in the path of Mont 
Blanc. The ships collided 
and sparks flew, lighting the 
benzol. For about 20 min¬ 
utes the Mont Blanc burned. 

The crew and captain 
abandoned ship and rowed 
for the Dartmouth side of 
Narrows but were unable to 
raise the alarm. 

Mont Blanc drifted to the 
other side of the Narrows, 
coming against the wooden 
pier in a busy residential 
area with shops and a large 
sugar refinery. It exploded. 

Richmond was swept by a 
tsunami and what was left, 
burned. The seven-storey 
high sugar refinery came 
down killing the day shift. 
More than 3,000 died, with 
9,000 injured and half of the 
population made homeless.

THEY were worn for Eng¬ 
land by one of the region’s 
most decorated football 
stars more than half a cen¬ 
tury ago, and now they have 
changed hands for hundreds 
of pounds. 

Kit worn by Wolves legend and 
England goalkeeper Bert Wil¬ 
liams, who died last year, aged 93, 
has gone under the hammer in 
Ludlow, giving fans of footballing 
heritage the chance to snap up a 
piece of history. 

Williams, who was nicknamed ‘The 
Cat’ in his playing days because of his 
amazing agility and reflexes, spent 
most of his playing career at Wolver¬ 
hampton Wanderers where he won the 
League Championship and FA Cup. 

Moth-eaten 

His 20-year career saw him turn out 
420 times for Wolves and 24 times for 
England, playing in the World Cup 
in 1950. He lived for many years in 
Shifnal. At the time of his death in 
January 2014 he was the oldest living 
England international. 

At a football and rugby memorabilia 
auction at Ludlow Racecourse bidders 
went head-to-head to bag his match- 
worn garments, including two iconic 
inter-league yellow goalkeeper’s jer¬ 
seys. 

One, full of holes, was from 
1949/1950, with a Scottish FL Match 
badge, fetched roughly what was ex¬ 
pected at £190. 

Speaking during the auction, Ben 
Jones, consultant at the Church 
Stretton-based auctioneers Mullock’s, 
holding the sale, said it was a little 
moth-eaten. 

“That’s why it’s slightly lower 
priced than perhaps it would be - but 
we have got a couple of guys online 


who are keen on this,” he said. But 
the other yellow jersey, with a ‘Dan¬ 
ish match 1953 The Football League’ 
badge complete with England’s three 
lions, went for £480 - about £200 more 
than expected. 

Meanwhile an outfield England jer¬ 
sey of Williams’ worn in several inter¬ 
nationals, went for £300. Finally, an 
international shirt badge from 1954 


stating ‘Germany 1954’ which was re¬ 
moved from the shirt in a game that 
England won 3-1, went for £180. 

Mr Jones said it was a co-incidence 
that these items were being sold fol¬ 
lowing Williams’ death last year, as 
they were not being sold by his family. 

“These belong to a very close friend 
of Bert Williams’, who bought them off 
Bert many years ago,” he said.

THEY decided to take a 
quick holiday to the Lakes - 
and ended up involved in the 
drama of floods caused by 
Storm Desmond. 

Dave Round, aged 20, from 
Dudley, was was among a group 
of youngsters who helped rescue 
vehicles trapped in rising flood 
waters in atrocious weather con¬ 
ditions. 

Members of the Harper Adams Uni¬ 
versity off-road team were on an un¬ 
official trip to the Lakes, where they 
planned to spend the weekend driving 
along unsurfaced roads. 

But due to the flooding in Cumbria 
they spent more than four hours res¬ 
cuing fellow drivers. 

One of the students - Paige Mather, 
aged 19 - said: “One of our members is 
on placement at Grange over Sands, so 
we were staying with her. 

Windermere 

“On Saturday we were just getting 
into Windermere when we started to 
see lots of flooding. Then we stopped 
and came across a man in a Volkswa¬ 
gen stuck in the middle of the flood.” 

Jack Thorman, 21, from Shrews¬ 
bury, added: “We got him out of this 
mini-lake, undid the air filter and saw 
that he had water in his air intake. 

“He asked if we could tow him back 
to his hotel, so I took him to Bowness 
and the others continued to save more 
people. One car contained a whole 
family including a small baby.” 

The group all met up again at a third 
‘road lake’ where they found four cars 
and a tractor. Jack added: “The water 
was half-way up the tractor wheels so 
it was quite deep. I decided to take one 
truck through to see if it was ok. When 
we got to the other side I radioed back 
and everyone else came through.” 

The Harper Adams Off Road team 


meets regularly to share their love of 
4x4 driving and maintenance. 

Meanwhile, firefighters from Shrop¬ 
shire have been helping to rescue 
Cumbrian residents stranded in their 
homes by Storm Desmond. 

A Shropshire Fire and Rescue boat 
crew was dispatched from Shrewsbury 
with a six-man crew assisting accom¬ 
panied by a senior officer after a re¬ 


quest for assistance to deal with the 
aftermath of a storm which has seen a 
possible record level of British rainfall 
- provisionally measured at 352mm in 
24 hours. 

Andy Johnson, Shropshire Fire and 
Rescue’s area manager, said the spe¬ 
cialist team had helped villagers to 
escape the flood waters at Warwick 
Bridge, near Carlisle.

The birth of a comedy 
with an army of fans 


W ho do you think you are 

kidding Mr Hitler? Whenever 
the crusty old voice of Bud 
Flanagan can be heard singing that 
line, you know that Dad’s Army is 
about to start and what will follow is 
approximately 25 minutes of mayhem, 
one-liners and catchphrases from 
Captain Mainwaring, Sergeant Wilson, 
Corporal Jones and the rest of the 
platooon. 

Ah yes, those catchphrases... Even 
now, sentences such as, “You stupid 
boy,” “I’m going to get you Napoleon,” 
“We’re doomed” and, of course, “Don’t 
panic!” are still well known - which is 
probably down to the fact that the 
Beeb always seems to be repeating 
the show. 

It’s actually been 47 years since the 
boys first donned their uniforms and 
38 since they hung them up again, but 
those nine years in between were full 
of humour which hasn’t dated one little 
bit. 

There’s an old saying for authors: 
Write what you know. Jimmy Perry 
proved he wasn’t a “stupid boy” when 
he did just that and, along with writing 
partner David Croft, turned his World 


War Two Home Guard experiences 
into Dad’s Army. 

“We wrote the show together and it 
became this huge success,” says 
Perry, with a hint of surprise still in his 
voice. “I always thought it was a good 
idea but it totally overwhelmed us. I 
think the secret was that everything 
was right. It was one of those rare 
things. The cast was right, the time 
and the subject was right.” 

However, not everybody was as 
enamoured with the idea - or the 
actors taking part - as Perry. And now, 
in this drama, viewers can learn more 
about how the sitcom was born and 
eventually made it to our screens 
against the odds. 

The BBC has a good track record 
when it comes to producing ‘making- 
of’ dramas. The Curse of Steptoe, The 
Road to Coronation Street and An 
Adventure in Space and Time all 
received critical acclaim, so there’s 
every reason to believe that the latest 
in the genre will be just as enthralling. 
The timing is good too - Dad’s Army 
remains a mainstay of the BBC 
schedule and a revamped film version 
is due for release in February. 


Paul Ritter and Richard Dormer play 
Perry and Croft respectively, and the 
drama takes us from when Perry had 
the initial idea in 1967 to the 
broadcast of the first episode a year 
later. 

John Sessions and Julian Sands 
take the key roles of Arthur Lowe and 
John Le Mesurier; it’s hard to imagine 
anybody playing the characters those 
venerable old actors took, but Captain 
Mainwaring was originally offered to 
Jon Pertwee, while Le Mesurier only 
accepted the role of Sgt Wilson 
because the series was going to be 
filmed in Norfolk, a county he loved. 

Sadly, most of the original cast are 
no longer with us - only Ian Lavender 
and Frank Williams (Private Pike and 
Rev Timothy Farthing respectively) 
remain. Croft also passed away in 
2011. 

“I feel a tremendous sense of 
warmth and sadness that most of 
those involved are no longer with us,” 
says Perry. “But I also have a sense of 
pride that I created such a show.”

Seat’s baby 
Ibiza gets a 
makeover 
and update 

By Matt Joy 


Seat’s Ibiza has done a sterling job of bring¬ 
ing buyers into the brand in what is a cut¬ 
throat sector of the market. It’s also managed 
to look youthful and sharp, despite having 
been around since 2008. Now it’s time for the 
Ibiza’s second facelift, and it’s on the receiv¬ 
ing end of plenty of new kit. 

The outside gets a mild makeover, while inside 
there’s new materials and a re-sculpted dashboard 
which helps boost the quality feel alongside greater 
personalisation options and increased technology. 
There are also some new engines to choose from 
and tweaked suspension aimed at improving the ride 
quality. 

It’s a sign of confidence from Seat that they have chosen 
to change so little of the Ibiza’s exterior. Compared to the 
2012 model, the exterior is distinguished only by LED day¬ 
time running lights, LED tail lights and some new alloy wheel 
options, but otherwise it’s the same attractive shape. It’s the 
bold lines that make it stand out from its more conservative 
rivals, and it’s still the best looking car in the class, which no 
doubt helps its youthful image. 

Small cars certainly aren’t as small as they used to be, but 
the Ibiza strikes a good balance between a compact exterior 
and a cabin that is usefully sized. In the front there’s a good 
driving position, legroom and headroom are good enough 
even for taller folk, and it’s not a narrow cabin either. In the 
back, it’s fine for kids and you can squeeze adults in there 
too, but three across the back requires a degree of intimacy. 

Boot space remains at 292 litres which isn’t the outright 
biggest in the class, but it’s a good shape and can cope with 
reasonable demands. 

The pick of the new engine line up is 1.0-litre three cylin¬ 
der, which is now available in turbocharged form with two 
power outputs, but the larger 1.2 TFSI tested here is still 
an excellent device even in the lower 90PS form. Quiet and 
torquey, it behaves much like a larger capacity engine and 
there’s very little to betray the fact that it is turbocharged. 
It delivers some impressive numbers too; 0-62mph in 10.7 
seconds and 57.6mpg combined too. 

Elsewhere, the Ibiza switches to electric power steering, 
and while that does mean the steering is light and a little less 
feelsome than before, it only takes one corner to realise it is 
pleasingly accurate and makes for a fun car to drive. The 
retuned suspension smooths out bigger road imperfections 
well too. 

In this Connect model, you get the full infotainment expe¬ 
rience with Apple Car Play, or MirrorLink depending on your 
choice of smartphone, which seamlessly displays a select 
number of your phone apps on screen. 

The upgraded speaker system for a modest £155 is a 
worthwhile investment too. 

Even though the Connect model isn’t at the top of the Ibi¬ 
za tree, it’s still generously equipped. The key element is the 
five-inch infotainment system including navigation and DAB, 
but there’s also 16-inch alloy wheels, aluminium sill trims 
and tasteful cloth seating. All Ibizas get air conditioning, a 
version of the touchscreen, a USB port, Bluetooth and air 
conditioning too. 

The Ibiza is an ideal car for the younger generation with its 
impressive kit list and smart exterior, but its appeal is much 
broader than that. 

It’s a cinch to drive and is a doddle park, so it would suit 
older folks too, and there’s enough space in the rear for two 
children in comfort. 

The other big plus point is the range of very frugal petrol 
engines, some of which manage to break the crucial 100g/ 
km barrier. 

This car summed up in a single word: Balearic. 

If this car was a: drink it would be a mojito; sharp and 
tasty.

The new Lexus RX has achieved 
the top five-star ranking in inde¬ 
pendent Euro NCAP crash test¬ 
ing. The results also mark the 
highest test score for pedestrian 
protection yet achieved by any 
SUV - large or small. 

Euro NCAP made special mention 
of the 79 per cent recorded by the RX 
in pedestrian impact testing, which 
included a maximum points score for 
leg and pelvic region protection and a 
notably high result for head protection. 

In fact, the new RX goes even further to 
reduce the risk of accidents with pedestri¬ 



ans, beyond the boundaries of Euro NCAP’s 
current research. 

Its Lexus Safety System + package of 
active safety and driver assistance features 
(provided as standard on all RX versions) 
includes a Pre-Crash Safety system with a 
pedestrian detection function. 

This means that, across a wide range of 
speeds, the RX will recognise the risk of a 
collision with a pedestrian in its path, alert 
the driver and prepare the brakes to deliver 
maximum stopping power. 

And should the driver fail to take action, 
autonomous emergency braking will be trig¬ 
gered. 

Performance 

Euro NCAP will begin assessing this type 
of system during next year, so at present it 
has no impact in the new RX’s overall per¬ 
formance. 

Lexus Safety System + also provides: 

• Adaptive Cruise Control, which helps 
keep the car a safe distance from the car in 
front, adjusting to even very low speeds in 
busy traffic. 

• Lane Departure Alert/Lane Keep Assist, 
which monitors lane markings and warns the 
driver if the RX moves out of lane without 
the turn indicators being used, adding brief 
weight to the steering to help a return to the 
correct course. 

• Road Sign Assist, which recognises 
principal motorway and major road warning 
and command signs and repeats them on 
the driver’s multi-information display. 

• Automatic High Beam, which picks up 
the lights of oncoming traffic and vehicles 
ahead and automatically switches to and 
from high beam to maintain the best forward

illumination without the risk of dazzling oth¬ 
ers (the more sophisticated Adaptive High- 
beam System on Premier grade models 
adjusts the pattern of high beam lighting). 

The new RX also offers a blind spot mi- 
tor, rear cross traffic alert and a 360-degree 
panoramic view monitor, to help the driver 
achieve a true all-round view of the car’s 
surroundings and nearby vehicles and 
hazards. 

A sway warning detects erratic driving 
behaviour indicating driver drowsiness or 
inattention and prompts an alert that driver 


might want to take a break from the wheel. 

The vehicle’s excellent impact perfor¬ 
mance can be credited to the exception¬ 
al strength of its bodyshell. This makes 
extensive use of strong but lightweight 
high-tensile steel and a design that’s effec¬ 
tive in absorbing impact forces and chan¬ 
nelling them away from the cabin. 

Advanced laser screw welding and ad¬ 
hesive bonding techniques add to the 
car’s high rigidity and robustness, qual¬ 
ities that also contribute to its stable and 
rewarding handling.

Referee Phil Edwards issued a 
standing eight-count. 

The onslaught continued as Lit¬ 
tle rained in with combinations, 
before a brave and bloodied Pearce 
was pulled out by the official as he 
attempted to swap leather.

The performances of Ben Whitfield should at 
least be providing the head coach with room for 
cheer but it remains unclear whether the mid¬ 
fielder’s loan from Bournemouth will be extended 
beyond next month. Otherwise, reasons to be 
cheerful are thin on the ground.
